This hesitancy 
and the partial reaction which fol- 
lowed was ascribed to financial unea- 
siness for details ‘of Corfu’s policy in 
the Near Hast, Business. circles . re- 
fuse resolutely to believe that new 
wars will be forced upon, Europe, and 
the final agreement regarding Corfu 
confirms ‘this view, but the mere 
threat of war is always sufficient to 
impair financial confidence and delay 
restoration of normal conditions. At 
the week's close, however, francs 
were again rallying, with Paris this 
time the buyer. 

Germany’s New Offer. 
London's own feeling in the repara- 
tions matter is that, owing to her eco- 
inomic plight, Germany is now pre- 
pared to go & long way in order to get 
a settlement of reparations.

It is known that Stresemann hones, in 
case the.
